Congress of the United States. 





A very interesting report accompanied by se- 
veral documents, and introductory to a series of 
bills, was made on the 4th inst. in the Senate 
by Mr. Bewrox, from a committee appointed 
to injuire into the expediency of reducing the 
patronage of the Executive Government of the 
United States. The subject and the report togeth- 
er were deemed of sufficient importance by the 
Senate to order six thousand extra copies of the re- 
port and documents to be printed. The report, 
and the bills will, of course, be published in the 
newspapers as soon as they can: Meanwhile, the 
nature of the report may be understood, in part, at 
least, from the following general statement of the 
objects of the several bills: 


One of these bills propeses to provide, that, from 
and after the Ist day of Dec. mext, the number of 
papers selected to publish the laws o' the United 
States and public advertisements, shall not be 
less than three in each State, and may be equal to 
half the representation of each State, in Congress ; 
in each Territory, one; and, in the District of 
Columbia, three; the selection to be made by the 
Senators and Representatives from each State, and 
the Delegates from the Territories; the papers in 
the District of Columbia to be selected by the 
Secretary of State, he giving the preference to 
those papers having the greatest number of actual 
subscribers. 

Another of the bills provides for securing in of- 
fice faithful collectors and disbursers of the revenue, 
and to displace defaulters, by requiring the Presi- 
dent to lay before Congress, once in every four 
years, Ccommehcing with the first week in January 
next, a statement of the accounts of all the officers 
under the authority of the Executive Government, 
who hold offices charged with the tollection or dis- 
bursement of public moneys, who shall have failed 
to account for such moneys before the 30th of Sep- 
tember preceding; their offices to be vacated, from 
the period of such information being communica- 
ted to Congress. It also provides, that, upon the 
nomination of officers to fill the vacancies occasion- 
ed by removals, the President shall state the reasons 
for such removals, and it repeals the acts of May 
15, 1820, limiting the term of office of certain 
officers. 

A third of the bills provides, that no person shall 
receive the appointment of Postmaster, where the 
emoluments exceeds a certain amount per annum, 
except upon a nomination of the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate. 

A fourth of the bilis provides, that the appoint- 
ment of Cadets to the Military Academy, shall 
be apportioned among the several States according 
to the whole number of Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress from each State: the appoint- 
ments to be so made that «ne cadet shall be taken 
from each electoral district, or, from each Con- 
gressional district, and two from the State at large, 
if not divided into electoral districts; that one shall 
be appointed from each Territory, and —— from 
the District of Columbia. 

A fifth provides for the appointment of Midship- 
men in the Navy, in a manner similar to the ap- 
pointment of Cadets, as specified above; and di- 
rects that no person shall receive the appointment 
of Midshipman, unless he be over fourteen, and 
under twenty-one years of age. 

The sixth and last bill provides, that the com- 
missions of the officers of the Army and Navy 
shall no longer be made out “to continue in force 
during the pleasure of the President,” but “to con- 
unue in force during good behaviour ;’* and that no 
officer shall hereafter be dismissed the service, but 





by sentence of a Court Martial, or upon an address 
to the President, by both Houses of Congress.

Fire at Vera Cruz.—Accounts received in this 
city and in Philadelphia, from the Havana, repre- 
sent that the Custom-house stores at Vera Cruz, 
had been destroyed by fire, together with property 
to the amount of two millions of dollars This in- 
formation was conveyed to Havana by a French 
brig from Vera Cruz. From a description of the 
buildings, which is given by the editor of the Phila- 
delphia Gazette, we are in hopes that the state- 
ment of the amount of property injured is con- 
siderably magnified. The stores are described as 
being built of massive masonry—the walls four 
feet thick,—the roof of tiles—the floor of brick. 
That the stores should be burned down, is pro- 
nounced impossible ; but that the goods deposited 
therein should have caught fire, is thought not im- 
probable ; for the superintendants, at stated periods, 
kindle fires “to smoke out bats and other animals 
which take refuge within the walls.” From the 
number of doors, however, and from the situation 
of the building, it is believed that if a fire were to 
break out in one quarter, there would be little dif- 
ficulty in removing the goods stored in the other 
departments.

Indeed, it is thought that property to the 
value of more than a million dodlars, must have 
floated down the river during the spring. 


The King of France has ordered @ silver Statue 
of the Virgin, large as life, to be made and pre- 
sented to the Metropolitan Church of Paris. To be 
paid for from his private funds.

There are in the city of Paris, only, 520 watch- 
makers, who employ 2055 workmen, and produce 
annually 80,000 gold watches, 40,000 silver watches, 
and 15,000 clocks, the whole worth about 19,765,000 
francs. 

Counterfeit25 cent pieces, and “ five penny bits,” 
are in circulation in Philadelphia. 

Launch.—On Wednesday, between 12 and 1 
the elegant new steamboat Newcastle was launch- 
ed, in handsomest style, from the shipyard. in Ken- 
sington, where she was built.
